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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examples 74-76 in the instant disclosure are not 
considered to be representative of the process taught by Motoki et al. The instant disclosure sets forth liquid phase method however the 
processing parameters are not set forth and it is not clear that liquid phase method is the exact method used by Motoki et al. Motoki et al 
do not use the terminology "liquid phase". Furthermore, Motoki et al appear to teach simultaneous calcining is well know in the art, 
column 1 , lines 45-65. Japanese 63-261 17 is cited for showing the composition described in Motoki et al is within the scope of the instant 
claims. In any means applicants have not shown by way of tangible evidence that the process used in Motoki et al produces a product 
different than that of the instant invention and that the claims reflect these differences. Applicants further argue Kojima et al fail to suggest 
any reason to further add a Hf component. This is not persuasive since it is clear from Kojima et al that the preferred composition includes 
Hf since all the examples include Hf.
